CHARGES IMMENSE

Substitution of ‘Legitimate’ 
for “Medicinal and Scien- 
tific’ Destroyed Prohibit- 


ory Action, He Says. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Instead 
of suppressing the traffic in habit- 
forming drugs, the League of Na- 
ticns has done quite the contrary, 
Representative Porter, Republican 
Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
telé Lord Robert Cecil, in a letter 
yesterday. 

Porter quoted a statement by Lord 
Ribert. quoted in the Interpreter 
and reprinted by permission in this 
country, that the league had struck 
vigorous blows at evils like the sale 
of opium. As author of the resolu- 
tion of the last session of Corgress, 
urging a Imitation on the produce- 
tion of oplum and eocoa leaves {th 
the quantity needed for medicinal and 
rcientific purposes, he said he conld 
not permit ‘“‘this erroneous state- 
ment’ to pass unnoticed. 

Reviewing the action of the 
league, he mentioned the appotnt- 
ment of the oplum advisory comm't- 
tee and continued: 

“At the meeting held in June, 
1921, upon motion of Mr. Wellington 
Koo, the Chinese representative on 
the opium advisory committee, a 
resolution was adopted recommend- 
ing the reduction and reatriction of 
the cultivation of the poppy and the 
‘production of opium therefrom t» 
istrictly medicinal and scientific pur- 
' poses 

“The Koo resolution was ratified 
/oy the council of the League of Na- 
itions, which recommended its adop- 
tirn by the assembly of the league 
The assembly is composed of a rep- 
resentative of each nation which l4 a 
rember of the League of Nations. 

Word “Legitimate” Substituted. 

“At the meeting of the assembly 
of the league held on Oct. 19, 192f, 
che assembly recommended that the 
words ‘strictly medicinal and sciene- 
tific’ be stricken out and the wor@ 
‘egitimate’ be substituted in Iie 
thereof, on the suggestion of the Ine 
dan delegate, ‘that the Indian popue 
lation is throughout vast areas with- 
out adequate medical assistance and, 
ti.erefore, habitual takere of opium 
in small doses as a prophylactic or 
as an effective remedy against dis- 
case with which some of these re- 
gions are constantly infected.’ 

“The users of opium enumerated 
by Mr. Sastri, the Indian delegate. in 
is argument for the amendment, 
ore clearly medicinal, and. therefore. 
trere was no necessity for the 
amendment; further, anyone of aver- 
age iatelligence knows that opium te 
not @ prophslctic. or preventative 
cf any @lpease, especially the fevers 
which occur In tropical countries, 
Mr. Sastri's statement regarding the 
‘srnall doses’ habitually taken by the 
people of India should arouse curtos- 
ity as to how much, in*his opinion. a 
large dose would be, as the offictat 
r‘cord of the British India Govern. 
ment shows the people of India cone- 
sumed 532 tons of opium in 1919. 

Continue to Encourage Sale 

“It is perfectly obvious that the 
striking out of the especific words, 
‘strictly medicinal and asacientifie,* 
ard the subetitution in leu thereof 
of the general word ‘legitimate.’ was 
i .tended to legitimatize and thereby 
ciaitinue to encourage the sale of 
lurge quantities of thie drug without 
restriction on ite wae. which ta ‘le- 
gitimate’ in the Orlent possessions of 
reany Europea countries and there- 

preserve the enormous and tm- 
mense revenues which the oplum- 
producing countries derive from {ts 
production and sale.”
